Thousands of saints and friends 
will rejoice at the glad news that the 
long struggle is over and the long 
weary hours of uncertainties are now 
passed, and the glorious victory is 
won. The principle on which the bat- 
tle has been fought is vindicated. The 
earnest prayers of thousands of saints 
have been heard, the burden lifted, 
many hearts made glad, many un- 
settled questions judiciously deter- 
mined and the work of the church 
placed on a firmer and surer basis. 
Therefore all will confidently look 
forward to greater development than 
ever before. 

There seems to have arisen in the 
minds of some that the whole affair 
was useless and can serve no good 
purpose but those who have been 
very closely associated with the work 
and even others here who are friends 
in a business way to all the parties 
connected with the affair have said 
that while the court litigation was 
apparently an unfortunate affair for 
the Church yet at the same time there 
was no way that the matters in ques- 
tion and the difficulties could be reg- 
ulated without a authoritative judi- 
cial opinion covering the legal phase 
of the whole matter. It has also been 
conceded that the Church could rot 
have prospered and been successful 
without the settlement of all the mat- 
ters in question either by agreement 
or a judicial opinion. It has further 
been conceded by parties on both 
sides of the litigation that it is bet- 
ter to have the whole matter settled 
in order that all parties concerned 
may know just what to do, what plans 
to make and therefore there is an 
apparent air of relief to all parties 
that the matter is now finally settled. 

The case was styled the Church of 
God vs. A. J. Tomlinson, et al and 
originated in the Chancery _Court, 
Bradley County, Tenn., bill filed by 
the Chureh of God against certain 
original defendants. The defendants 
answered the bill then soon  there- 
after a cross bill was filed by about 
thirty-nine complainants charging 
that the original complainants had 
departed from the faith by the adop- 
tion of a constitution which was 
unanimously adopted by the Annual 
Assembly 1921. Many days were taken 
up im the taking of proof and by the 
tirne all the proof was in, a very vol- 
uminous record had accumulated. 
Finally the case came on for hear- 
ing before the chancellor, T. L. 
Stewart, and required almost two 
weeks to hear the case. A few weeks 
thereafter the chancellor delivered 
his epinion in favor of the church 
sustaining the original bill. There- 
upon the origina! defendants and 
cross complainants appealed to the 
Court of the Civil Appeals sitting at 
Knoxville, Tenn. and on July 3, 1926 
the Court of Appeals handed down an 
opinion reversing the chancellor, 
sustaining the cross bill. Then the 
original complainants filed brief and 
petition for supersedure in the Su- 
preme Court of the state. The Su- 
preme Court granted the Church a 





supersedure thus superseding the de- 
cisions of the Court of Civil Appeals 
and lifting the injunctive feature. 
Finally on the 4th day of, April, 1927 
the cage was-.set for final hearing be- 
fore the State Supreme Court, brief 
and argument by the attorneys was 
presented and on the 15th day of July 
1927 they handed the final opinion 
reversing the Court of Appeals and 
affirming the chancellor’s opinion 
which was in favor of the Church of 
God. 

This case is said to be the biggest 
case that has ever been before the 
courts in Tennessee. It has attracted 
wide spread attention, possibly on ac- 
count of many thousands of people 
being interested in the final outcome. 
The opinion has a very far reaching 
effect and will no doubt mean much 
in the readjustment of the busirtess 
affairs of each of the parties concern- 
ed. 

Now to one and all inasmuch as the 
dark shadows of many uncertainties 
are now removed and new and great- 
er opportunities await us, let us not 
be unduly jubilant over the victory 
won but let us rather humble  our- 
selves before the Lord and take new 
courage and earnestly and fervently 
pray that God will give us a fresh 
anointing and make us equal to the 
new and greater responsibilities that 
now confront us. Let us cherish the 
kindliest feeling toward those who 
have been once associated with us 
and all others. Let us evef possess 
the spirit of the Divine Head of the 
Church, remembering that this is not 
a personal matter, therefore we can- 
not afford to allow any personal feel- 
img to arise. Let us earnestly pray 
that God Himself will overrule and 
supersede any ill effects that this 
hard struggle may have causéd and 
that we shall all rejoice together and 
confidently look forward to greater 
success along every line, remember- 
ing that God is in our midst in a 
marvelous way.

Supreme Court Affirms Chan- 
cellor’s Ruling. 











TOMLINSON ALLOWED 10 
DAYS TO FILE MOTION 





Decision Gives Lee-Llewellyn 
Faction Control of All Prop- 
erties and Exclusive Use 
of Name “Church of 
God” 





The Lee-Llewellyn faction of the 
Church of God won their suit against 
A. J. Tomlinson, ousted overseer, to 
retain control of the church properties 
and exclusive use of the name 
“Church of God,” according to the de- 
cision handed down Friday by . the 
state Supreme Court which affirmed 
the ruling of the chancellor’s court 
and reversed the ruling of the state 
court of appeals. 

Tomlinson has ten days within 
which to file a motion for a new 
hearing and there is a probability of 
this being done. Attorney George 
Westerberg, local counsel for Tomlin- 
son, states, however that. it will be 
necessary to see the decision in full 
before deciding whether any further 
steps will be taken. 


Judge T. L. Stewart’s ruling, which 
was affirmed by the Supreme Court, 
holds the opinion being rendered by 
Justice McKinney, that the church 
has a right to adopt constitution and 
that such an adoption does not con- 
stitute a departure from the original 
faith. This ruling enjoined Tomlinson 
from using the name “Church of God” 
and from enjoying the right to any 
property or moneys held by _ the 
Church of God. 

Tomlinson was charged by the Lee- 
Llewellyn faction with appropriating 
about $14,000, but the. evidence 
brought out at the trial was so inde- 
finite that the chancellor could not ar- 
rive at any definite amount that Tom- 


‘| linson was short and he ordered the 


clerk and master to collect evidence 
which. would; establish a definite 
amount for which Tomlinson could be 
held responsible. > 

The decree of the chancellor reads 
in part: “Said defendants, and all of 
their agents, representatives and fel- 
low members are hereby expressly 
and perpetually enjoined from claim- 
ing or representing themselves to be 
connected in any way with the 
Church of God or any of the depart- 
ments or allied organizations of said 
church; from keeping and _ retaining 
any contribution or remittance of any 
kind sent to the Church of God; from 
receiving members into any church or 
organization upon the claim or repre- 
sentation that the same is the Church 
of God. The defendant faction of the 
church may, by the consent of the 
court, use the name Church -of God 
with a distinctive prefix attached, 
however.” 

A copy of the decision of the Su- 
preme Court is not available in Cleve- 
land today, but it is understood that 
the decision of the chancellor is af- 
firmed in full. 





NOTE—The ten days referred to 
in the above article that appeared in 
the Cleveland Banner is not to be con- 
strued as a possibility of a new trial, 
but it is a provision that if either of 
the attorneys should find that in 
their judgment, the court had failed 
to look into some important point, 
they have the privilege of filing a 
petition to rehear as to the point that 
they may choose to sight in their peti- 
tion. Some have, misconstrued this 
provision to mean that they can en- 
ter a motion and have a new hearing 
all together, but such is not the case. 

I may say further that the Supreme 
Court of the state is a court of final 
jurisdiction from which there is no 
appeal unless some federal or con- 
stitutional question may be at issue. 
—Ed.

THE FIRST FRUITS 





Type of the Resurrection of Jesus

I will use the same verse used last 
week, only to call attention to the fact 
that we are writing about the feasts 
of the Lord. 

These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in their seasons. 

Notice, they are feasts.of the Lord. 
While they are given to Israel to 
keep, not for their enjoyment as a 
picnic, but they meant something, 
not only to the Jew hut to the Gentile 
or to those who should later become 
spiritual Jews. As Paul said, He is 
not a Jew, which jis one outwardly; 
* * * but he is a Jew which’ is one 
inwardly; and circumcision is that of 
the heart, in the spirit, and not in the 
letter. hs 
‘The Feast of the First Fruits 


. These were to be brought to the 
priest, in a basket.:He was to set 
it before the altar of the Lord, then 
an elaborate ceremony. took. place. 
Before the wheat harvest they 
would go into the field and cut.some 
of the finest grain and-:wave it be- 
fore the Lord. While they perhaps 
did not know the significance of this 


- first fruit waved before the Lord, it 
_ spoke a great lesson. It signified that 


as this is the first fruit, there is an 
abundance like it to come forth. John 
says, “We shall be like him for we 
shall see him as he is.” 

Since Jesus is the first born 
from the dead, or the first fruits of 
the resurrection, it is very evident 
that the first fruits waved before the 
Lord were a type of the resurrection 
of Jesus. It also points to the fact 
that the main harvest is to follow and 
that the sheaves are to be like the 
first fruit. 


Since Job announced that he ex- 
pected to see God in the flesh, and 
since Jesus came forth with the same 
body that was lain in the tomb only 
three days before, and since’ the 
sheaf was like the rest of the grain, 
I am persuaded to believe that it will 
please God to give unto us a body 
with the same features, size, height, 
and everything else peculiar to our 
present bodies. It will take a miracle 
for God to collect the dust of our 
bodies, but the God that spoke 
worlds into existence is able to bring 
forth our body, though it be some- 
where within the dust. This is what 
Job believed about it. 


The first fruits of the harvest 
were to be waved before the Lord on 
the morrow after the Sabbath. This 
was a continued reminder that Jesus 
was to come forth from the tomb on 
the first day of the week. It would 
not have done to waved it on Thurs- 
day, Friday or any other day, because 
they were to jump over the Sabbath 
to another special day, the first day 
of the week, so Jesus came forth on 
this special appointed day and this 
day has stood out very prominent 
ever since. It is the day on which the 
Holy Ghost came. The most of Je- 
sus’ appearing to His disciples after 
the resurrection were on this day. 
Paul gave instruction to the church 
that money should be laid by in store 
on this day, according as the Lord 
had prospered her. 

The main theme Paul and ofhers 
used after. this, was “Jesus and the 
resurrection.” If they continually 
looked beyond the Jewish Sabbath 
to the first day when they were point- 
ing, to the resurrection of Jesus, why 
should we not*‘ignore the old Jewish 
Sabbath which was a special day to 
them, and look to the first day which 
stands out very prominent as-a herald 
of the resurrection? 

Every one among the Jews knew 
what the first day of a certaii month 
brought. It brought a feast of the 
first fruits. They never made a mis- 
take and used the second or third day, 
but the first was so promi- 
nent that there was no need of mak- 





ing any mistake about the day. So 
the first day is still more prominent 
with Christians, since the antitype is 
more real than the type. 

The Dust Cannot Hold Them 

Jesus said, Behold my hands and 
my feet, that it is | myself: handle 
me, and see; for a spirit hath not 
flesh and bones, as ye see me have. 
Luke 24:39. “1 my self.” Not some one 
else, or even a spirit. This is thé same 
body that’ went into the tomb only 
three days ago. Handle Me and see 
if I am not flesh and bones. Give to 
me a piece of fish and honey comb 
and I will eat it in your presence to 
prove to you that I am not just a 
spirit. 

Jesus ascended to heaven with this 
same body..He is there today. The 
two' men from heaven announced to 
the disciples that this very same Je- 
sus would come in like manner as 
they had seen Him go. 

He was put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the Spirit. 1° Pet. 
3:18. This means that His body was 
dead and laid within the tomb, but 
the Spirit brought it to life. Resur- 
rection means, quickening. Paul re- 
fers to God who quickens the dead. 
Rom. 4:17. Resurrects them. 


David said, Thou * * * shalt quick. 
en me again, and shalt bring me up 
again from the depths of the earth. 
“Me” yes the real David, and bring 
him up though he is buried within 
the earth. 


For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to be conformed to 
the image of his Son that he might 
be the firstborn among many breth- 
ren. Since the first born among many 
brethren came forth from the tomb 
with flesh and bone and we are to 
be in His image, and as John said 
“be like Him” who can deny that we 
shall come forth with our body, as 
He came forth with His? 

As we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 1 Cor 15:49. 

Who shall change our vile body. 
that it may be fashioned like unto 
his glorious body. Phil. 3:21. 0. o20... 

We get a description of His glori- 
ous body at the transfiguration scene. 
His body was the same, but only glori- 
fied. 

From the Dead 

In Isaiah 26:19, we get a true pic- 
ture of the resurrection. 

Thy dead men shall live, together 
with my dead body shall they arise. 
Awake and sing, ye that dwell in the 
dust: for thy dew is as the dew of 
herbs, and the earth shall cast out 
the dead. 


Here is a positive statement that 
the dead shall live, and that they 
should rise with His dead body. Other 
words, since His dead body has risen 
so shall the bodies of others rise. He 
further calls for all those who dwell 
in the dust to wake and come forth 
with singing. The dust can’t hold 
them, God by a stupendous miracle 
will call forth our bodies frem the 
dust. 

If there be no resurrection of the 
dead, then is Christ not risen, and if 
Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also 
vain, yea and we are found false wit- 
nesses * * * for if the dead rise not 
then is not Christ raised * * * but 
now is Christ risen from the dead, 
and become the first fruits of them 
that slept. 1 Cor. 15:13-20. 

Some man will say, * * * with what 
body do they come? Thou fool, that 
which thou sowest is not quickened 
except it die. V. 35-36. 

Since “quicken” in the subject 
under consideration means to make 
alive. We will ask the question, what 
dies? Answer—- the body. What is 
sown, or planted within the earth? 


J. L, MOODY ON 
SECRET SOCIETIES 


The Church of the Lord Jesus 
Christ was becoming honey-combed 
in Moody’s day with oath-bound 
secret society influences, the effect 
of which was to sadly deplete its 
spiritual vitality. Far more so is this 
true today. Said D. L. Moody, speak- 
ing on “Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers.” 

“Some say that refers to matri- 
mony. When I was in Philadelphia, 
* * * a minister gaid: ‘I don’t think 
that meant secret societies.’ ‘Do you 
belong to one?’ I asked. He said, 
‘Yes.’ You see the people will not ad- 
mit that a text applies to themselves. 

“I do not see how any Christian, 
most of all a Christian minister, can 
go into these secret lodges with un- 
believers. They say they have more 
influence for good, but I say they can 
have more influence for good by stay- 
ing out of them, and then reproving 
their evil deeds. Abraham had more 
influence for good in Sodom, altho’ 
out of it, than Lot had in it. If twen- 
ty-five Christians go into a_ secret 
lodge with fifty who are not Chris- 
tians, the fifty can vote anything 
they please, and the twenty-five will 
be partakers of their sins. They are 
unequally yoked together with unbe- 
lievers. 

“I would rather have. ten church 
members who were separated from 
the world than a thousand unseparat- 
ed members. Come out from the lodge. 
Better one with God than a thousand 
without Him. We must walk with 
God, and if only one or two go with 
us it is all right. Do not let down the 
standard to suit men who love their 
secret lodges, or have some darling 
sin they will not give up.” 

To Moody’s strong plea may be add- 
ed this, that the “yoke” in the secret 
lodge is the oath binding men of dis- 
similar mind together, and COM- 
PELLING them as it were tg go in 
the same direction; just as the yoke 
COMPELS the oxen (however  dis- 
similar they may be in ox mind) to 
go in the same: direction. The be- 
liever’s mind is supposed to be that 
of Christ, and he is headed heaven- 
ward. Are these things true of the 
unbelievers? If the believer is. head- 
ed heavenward, and the unbeliever 
hellward, are they not “unequally 
yoked together” by the oath which 
binds them together—ONE OF GOD’S 
SHEEP AT ONE END OF THE 
YOKE, AND -ONE OF THE DEVIL’S 
GOATS AT THE OTHER END? And 
is not this responsible for much of 
the Church’s present-day apostasy 
and worldliness? “How can two’— A 
SHEEP AND A GOAT—“walk _ to- 
gether except they be agreed?” Eith- 
er both having the sheep. mind, or 
else both having the goat mind! 
Lodge-trained sheep in the Church; 
church-trained goats in the lodge; 
and both, in both Church and lodge, 
trying to pull in the same direction, 
although their respective goals are in 
EXACTLY OPPOSITE DIRECTIONS. 
VAherefore GOD commands: “Come 
out from among them, AND BE YE 
SEPARATE, and I will be a Father 
to you.” “For what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness? and what concord hath 
Christ with Belial? OR WHAT PART 
HATH HE THAT BELIEVETH 
WITH AN INFIDEL?’—See 2 Cor. 
6:14-18.
